— Terrorists seeking freedom for Red 
Army fanatics jailed in Japan stormed 
the U.S. Embassy in Kuala Lumpur 
today, seized U.S. consul Robert 
Stebbins, 43, a Swedish diplomat and 
other hostages. Japan said it would 
meet their demands. 
The terrorists shot and wounded 
three security men during the 
takeover, threatened to blow up the 
building but let a self-declared 
deadline pass without incident. 
“We have decided to follow what the 
Kuala 
Lumpur 
terrorists 
are 
demanding,” a spokesman for the 
office of Japanese Prime Minister 
Takeo Miki said in Tokyo. Miki is 
currently in the United States, 
preparing for talks with President 
Ford. 
“We made the decision to secure the 
lives of the hostages, but the final 
action will be subject to the intentions 
of the Malaysian government.” 
The spokesman said preparations 
were being made the the release of 
seven prisoners from Japanese jails, 
as demanded by the terrorists. 
Meanwhile, Japan Air lines was 
preparing a special plane to carry the 
seven to Kuala Lumpur and pick up the 
terrorists for a flight to wherever they 
want to go.

FBI Joins 
Hoffa Search; 
No New Clues 


DETROIT (AP) - The FBI, which 
once assigned dozens of agents to put 
Jimmy Hoffa behind bars, today began 
to coordinate a team of police agencies 
working day and night to find the ex- 
Teamsters president. 
Federal sources told the Detroit 
News today that they believe Hoffa 
was kidnaped or killed, the victim of 
his own campaign to regain union pow­ 
er — a campaign which threatened 
present both union officials and 
organized crime. 
The FBI entered the case Sunday 
after FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley 
revealed in a brief statement that 
extortion demands had been received. 
Hoffa’s family said it has received no 
ransom demands, nor threats against 
Hoffa’s life. 
Hoffa has been missing since last 
Wednesday, and his family believes he 
was kidnaped. 
In its search for information 
regarding Hoffa’s disappearance, the 
FBI is expected to question several 
men long familar to federal crime 
fighters, including a reputed Mafia 
figure and a former Teamsters official 
with whom Hoffa had been feuding. 
The Detroit News today said 
authorities believe Hoffa hoped to use 
his knowledge of corruption in the 
Teamsters Union in his effort to unseat 
Teamsters President Frank Fitz­ 
simmons. 
Federal investigators have been 
probing Teamster pension funds for 
years. Authorities say many crime 
figures have ready access to funds 
allegedly siphoned from the huge 
pension coffers. The funds total about 
$1.3 billion. 
Federal officials acknowledge about 
a dozen agents have been working the 
Hoffa case since he was reported 
missing last Thursday, even though 
the Bureau did not take over the probe 
formally until Sunday.

Kelley said extortion 
demands forced the FBI into the case, 
there was no real indication that new 
threats were taken seriously.

Oil Bill Failure 
To Bring Charges 
From Both Sides 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If the price 
of fuel goes up, so will the intensity of 
blame-shifting by Democrats and 
Republicans as each side points the 
finger at the other. 
In the final hours before Congress 
left last week for a month-long 
vacation, the lawmakers put aside 
their frustrated debate over energy 
policy and voted simply to continue the 
present system of oil price controls for 
another six months. 
President Ford is expected to veto 
that bill when he returns from Europe 
with the result that price controls on 
more than 60 per cent of U.S.-produced 
oil will abruptly end Aug. 31. That oil 
will be permitted to rise in price from 
$5.25 a barrel to the unregulated 
market price of more than $11 a barrel. 
By the administration’s estimates, 
the retail prices of petroleum products 
then will rise gradually, adding as 
much as 6 cents to the gallon price over 
an eight-month period. 
By taking off the month of August, 
Congress will not be able to attempt to 
override Ford’s expected veto of the 
price-control extension measure 
before the controls expire, although 
there is some doubt that Congress 
would succeed in any such override 
effort. 
Administration officials may have 
given a sneak preview of Ford’s ex­ 
pected veto message in their criticism 
of Congress for failing to come up with 


an energy program. 
Thus, the lawmakers are par­ 
ticularly 
sensitive 
about 
their 
vacation. 
Rep. Silvio O. Conte, R-Mass., told 
the House in the waning hours before 
adjournment: “It is an irresponsible 
and unconscionable outrage against 
the American people” for Congress to 
go home without an energy solution. 
He was booed and hissed by members. 
But when Republican Clarence J. 
Brown, R-Ohio, used a parliamentary 
tactic to force an end to work on a 
Democratbacked oil pricing bill, there 
were cheers from both sides of the 
aisle. Both wanted to call it quits for 
now. 


Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Robert S. Strauss defended 
the recess of the Democrat-controlled 
Congress. 


“I know that almost all members ... 
are anxious to spend some time with 
their constituents at home, to hear ... 
how they feel about higher food prices, 
higher fuel prices, and fewer jobs.” 
He said Congress completed seven 
months of hard work and “it has a 
good, solid record of achievement in a 
very difficult era,” Strauss said. “The 
Congress has time and again provided 
responses to the great needs of the 
nation, but has often seen these an­ 
swers nullified by a veto-prone 
President.”

State Lawmakers On Call For Energy Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
lawmakers, instead of heading for the 
vacations many had planned, are on 
call this week to return to the capitol to 
finish action on a major state energy 
bill. 
The measure was rushed through the 
House 82-1 just before midnight Friday 
when both chambers had planned to 
recess until Sept. IO. But the Senate 
insisted the measure would be studied 
before that chamber acts. It adjourned 
until next Thursday afternoon. The full 
membership of the House could return 
the same day. 
Rep. A. G. Lancione, D-99 Bellaire, 
emerged as sponsor of the bipartisan 
measure which represented the first 
real compromise of the year between 
the Democrat-controlled legislature 
and GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes. 


Rhodes earlier had vetoed a 
Democratic energy bill, in part 
because an agency it created would 
consist partly of legislators. He 
maintained that to have them as voting 
members of an executive branch 
agency would be unconstitutional. 
The energy agency provided for in 
the compromise bill reflects a com­ 
promise on that issue. Five voting 
members would be named by the 
governor, and four legislators, if the 
bill is approved, would serve as ex­ 
officio, or nonvoting members. 


Otherwise, the bill provides that the 
agency can approve grants and loans 
to help gas burning industries convert 
to coal, and assist in the development 
of coal gasification facilities and 
technology. 


Another prime purpose would be a 
tax abatement scheme to help Ohio 
win the big Coalcon gasification 
facility, to be built with federal 
backing, away from other states 
competing for it, including neigh­ 
boring West Virginia. 
Lancione defended the speed with 
which the House approved the bill — 
the committee which recommended it 
13-0 met only about IO minutes — by 
pointing out that it actually represents 
a consolidation of legislation already 
pending. “We’d heard them all before. 
This just brings them into one bill,” he 
said. 


Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, and Sen. Robert 
E. O’Shaughnessy, D-15 Columbus, 
chairman of the Senate Energy and 


Environment Committee, disagreed 
that the measure had enough study. 
“For us to act on a bill of this 
magnitude in a single day would be 
irresponsible,” said 0 ‘Shaughnessy, 
whose committee will consider the bill, 
possibly with amendments, before it is 
presented on the Senate floor. 
A bill passed by the Senate, if only 
slightly different, still would require a 
vote of the full House on concurrence. 
For that reason, House members were 
asked to be ready to return. 


A deadlock over differences could 
send the immediately effective 
emergency act to a joint conference 
committee, delaying the end of the 
summer session further. 
In other actions during Friday’s 
m arathon 
deliberations, 
the 


legislature completed passage of a bill 
hiking unemployment compensation 
benefits from a maximum of $114 to 
$150 a week. Also enacted was a 
measure providing about $823 million, 
mostly for capital construction 
projects for higher education and 
mental health, in the next two years. 


The $823 million includes some 
operating funds that were vetoed by 
Rhodes in the twoyear appropriations 
bill. Among those were $130 million for 
Aid to Dependent Children subsidies, 
$15 million for programs for the 
mentally retarded, a special $10 
million subsidy to help the University 
of Cincinnati become a full fledged 
state institution, and $5 million to help 
start up the energy agency called or in 
the upcoming energy bill.

Taft Backs 
John Brown 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, says former 
Ohio LL Gov. John Brown would be an 
“excellent nominee” for Secretary of 
the Interior because of his longtime 
interest in conservation. 
Taft said Saturday he has recom­ 
mended that President Ford nominate 
Brown for the cabinet post vacated by 
the resignation last week of Stanley 
Hathaway, former Wyoming gover­ 
nor, because of health reasons. 
While Taft did not speculate on 
Brown’s chances of getting the 
nomination, he noted that many names 
have been suggested and “the post 
very often has gone to a westerner be­ 
cause the concerns of the department 
are in that direction.” 
Taft said he had been in contact with 
Brown and “he is keenly interested in 
the position.” 
Brown, a Republican, served as 
lieutentant governor for 16 years under 
Govs. Frank Lausche, James Rhodes 
and John Gilligan. He sought another 
term last fall but was defeated by 
Democrat Richard Celeste.

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Prime 
Minister 
Indira 
Gandhi 
asked 
Parliament today for retroactive 
amendments to erase legislation under 
which she was convicted of illegal 
electoral practices. 
The amendments in effect defuse 
next week’s crucial Supreme Court 
case in which Mrs. Gandhi is appealing 
her conviction to escape the man­ 
datory penalty barring her from 
elective office for six years. 
The proposed changes, introduced 
by Law Minister H.R. Gokhale, were 
assured of passage. Mrs. Gandhi’s 
Congress party controls a two-thirds 
majority in Parliament and the op­ 
position is boycotting the current 
session to protest the jailing of its 
leaders. 
The amendment were slated for 
debate and a vote Tuesday. The 
Parliament session — called July 21 to 
approve Mrs. Gandhi’s emergency 
decrees — has been extended for a 
week to handle them. 
Diplomats and other observers were 
caught by surprise at Mrs. Gandhi’s 
move. 
It was Mrs. Gandhi’s June 12 con­ 
viction by the Allahabad High Court on 
two counts of violating the election 
laws that touched off the current 
Indian crisis, the worst since inde­ 
pendence in 1947. 
The 57-year-old prime minister won 
a stay of the six-year ban on office 
pending her Supreme Court appeal, 
which is to begin next Monday. But op­ 
position threats of a civil disobedience 
campaign to pressure her into 
resigning moved Mrs. Gandhi to 
declare a national emergency and jail 
her key opponents. 
Mrs. Gandhi has since attempted to 
justify her June 26 crackdown by citing

Lockheed Adm its 
Foreign Payoffs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lockh eed 
Aircraft Corp. admits it funneled at 
least $22 million to foreign government 
officials and political groups since 1970 
to sell its airplanes abroad. 
Th e payments are under in­ 
vestigation by th e Securities and 
Exch ange Commission and th e Senate 
subcommittee on multinational cor­ 
porations. 
Lockh eed is refusing to disclose th e 
names of th ose wh o took th e payoffs, or 
to identify th e several countries in­ 
volved. 
Lockh eed said it believes th e payoffs 
are in line with local business prac­ 
tices, and th at disclosure could 
seriously injure Lockh eed, possibly 
prompting recall of millions of dollars 
in advance payments put up by foreign 
customers. 
Th e company said some of th e 
payoffs were made from a secret, 
$750,000 slush fund wh ich h as now been 
discontinued. Leftover cash h as been 
put into th e company’s bank account, 
it said. 
Th e disclosure came in a routine 
report on quarterly earnings, released 
Friday in Wash ington and Burbank, 
Calif. 
Lockh eed now h as about $1.6 billion 
worth of orders in some 30 foreign 
nations for its airplanes, ch iefly th e 
LlOll TriStar Jet passenger plane and 
th e C130 cargo plane. About 12 per cent 
of all its sales are to foreign govern­ 
ments.

A complete ear examination is 
essential. Perh aps more important is 
to find out if th ere is any circulatory 
problem or neurological problem th at 
produces th is symptom. 
I must emph asize th at th e simple 
causes of true dizziness far outweigh 
th e serious ones. 


Actual dizziness sh ould refer only to 
a feeling in wh ich a person is standing 
stiU and objects rotate about h im or 
h er. 
Sometimes, th e reverse is true. 
Objects stand still and th e patient h as 
a feeling th at h e or sh e is rotating or 
tumbling. 
A self-made diagnosis for dizziness 
is not always disorder of th e inner ear. 
'Th is, indeed, does occur occasionally, 
but far less frequently th an is com­ 
monly suspected. 
Wh en th e h earing is good, oth er 
reasons sh ould be sough t. Low blood 
pressure, for example, is a common 
reason for a complaint such as yours.

'Hie result 
is th at a combination of low, or 
relatively low, blood pressure, coupled

WASHINGTON (AP) - An Oh io 
congressman said Friday th e Ck>m- 
merce Department’s plan to distribute 
2.8 million h ome canning Jar lids was 
someth ing “only remote, Joh nny- 
come-lately government officials 
could h ave dreamed up.*’ 
Rep. Ch arles R. Vanik, D-Oh io, said 
th e arrangement with Goodwill 
Industries of Minneapolis to distribute 
108 lids to each of th e first 26,000 
consumers requesting th em was 
inequitable. 
It would h ave been fairer to areas 
h ard h it by th e sh ortages to h ave 
rationed two dozen lids to each family, 
h e said. 
Vanik called th e situation scan­ 
dalous. He said commerce officials 
h ad told h is office for th e last six 
month s th at no sh ortages would exist, 
alth ough h e said residents in h is 
district cannot find th em anywh ere. 
He called on commerce to Join with 
th e Federal Trade Commission “and 
h elp bring sufficient lids to all canners 
wh o desperately need th em righ t 
now.’’ 
Th e FTC, at th e urging of Vanik and 
oth er congressmen, h as begun an 
antitrust investigation into th e canning 
lid sh ortage and th e FBI is looking into 
ch arges of black marketing. 


Bicentennial celebration, h e caused a 
sensation with many people wh o h ad 
never seen a blacksmith fash ion 
h orsesh oes over wh ite h ot coals and 
bang away on an anvil.

If th e 
narrow line on th e perimeter of th e 
h oof is missed by th e nail, th e h orse 
can go lame. 
“It only takes one blacksmith to 
mess it all up,’’ Saunderson said. 
“Th ey see anoth er one coming and get 
all upset, but wh en th ey see you’re not 
going to h urt th em, th ey settle down. 


“Oth er th an th at, h orse sh oeing is 
rath er simple,’’ h e added. 


Saunderson lives on a small farm 
with h is wife and daugh ter and th eir 
h orse “'Twerly.’’

Lockheed Adm its 
Foreign Payoffs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. admits it funneled at 
least $22 million to foreign government 
officials and political groups since 1970 
to sell its airplanes abroad. 
The payments are under in­ 
vestigation by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the Senate 
subcommittee on multinational cor­ 
porations. 
Lockheed is refusing to disclose the 
names of those who took the payoffs, or 
to identify the several countries in­ 
volved. 
Lockheed said it believes the payoffs 
are in line with local business prac­ 
tices, and that disclosure could 
seriously injure Lockheed, possibly 
prompting recall of millions of dollars 
in advance payments put up by foreign 
customers. 
The company said some of the 
payoffs were made from a secret, 
$750,000 slush fund which has now been 
discontinued. Leftover cash has been 
put into the company’s bank account, 
it said. 
The disclosure came in a routine 
report on quarterly earnings, released 
Friday in Washington and Burbank, 
Calif. 
Lockheed now has about $1.6 billion 
worth of orders in some 30 foreign 
nations for its airplanes, chiefly the 
LIOU TriStar jet passenger plane and 
the C130 cargo plane. About 12 per cent 
of all its sales are to foreign govern­ 
ments. 
Earlier, Lockheed had repeatedly 
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denied making any overseas payoffs 
after one of its competitors, Northrop 
Corp., said its own bribes and ques­ 
tionable foreign payments were made 
in imitation of Lockheed’s practices. 


Lockheed has held up its annual 
shareholders meeting because of the 
SEC probe. The company said it is now 
negtiating with SEC officials on the 
terms of a consent decree to settle an 
expected civil court suit charging it 
with failing to make sufficient 
disclosure to the public. 
Lockheed indicated it would be hurt 
in its overseas sales unless it is allowed 
to continue making payoffs in secret. 
Sen. 
Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, 
chairman of the multinationals panel, 
called 
Lockheed’s 
payoffs 
“deplorable” and said new laws are 
needed to halt such payments, 
especially by arms makers. 
He said the subcommittee would 
consider sometime in September 
whether to force Lockheed to disclose 
further details of the payoff.

A patient’s description of dizziness 
very often is confused with a sense of 
faintness, a headache or almost any 
other feeling in the head.

true dizziness. 
A complete ear examination is 
essential. Perhaps more important is 
to find out if there is any circulatory 
problem or neurological problem that 
produces this symptom. 
I must emphasize that the simple 
causes of true dizziness far outweigh 
the serious ones. 


Actual dizziness should refer only to 
a feeling in which a person is standing 
still and objects rotate about him or 
her. 
Sometimes, the reverse is true. 
Objects stand still and the patient has 
a feeling that he or she is rotating or 
tumbling. 
A self-made diagnosis for dizziness 
is not always disorder of the inner ear. 
This, indeed, does occur occasionally, 
but far less frequently than is com­ 
monly suspected. 
When the hearing is good, other 
reasons should be sought. Low blood 
pressure, for example, is a common 
reason for a complaint such as yours. 
When doctors ask their patients what 
their eating habits are, long periods of 
fasting may be uncovered. The result 
is that a combination of low, or 
relatively low, blood pressure, coupled 
with inadequate food, especially

His primary diet 
consists of mice and rodents.” 
Roach said, “It’s true, the fox will 
take a chicken if he gets a chance. Man 
does, too, you know, but he does it to 
survive. The chickens are all in cages 
now. The old days are over.” 
The wildlife official said trapping of 
foxes for their pelts has been on the 
upswing in Ohio in recent years, 
demonstrating the need to give them 
more protection. He attributed the 
trend to the increasing popularity of 
natural furs. 
In the 1972-1973 season, Roach said, 
trappers in Ohio took 12,350 gray foxes 
and 10,950 reds, and received an 
average of $32 a pelt. 
“Not too many years ago, you only 
got about 15 cents for a fox pelt,” he 
said. 
The next year, 1973-1974, he said, the 
trapper take was 18,900 grays and 
15,500 reds, although the price per pelt 
dropped to about $20. 
Roach said the division had no 
estimate of Ohio’s fox population, but 
felt it should not be jeopardized. The 
fox is an important predator, and is 
needed to maintain nature’s balance, 
he said. 
Several years ago in one area of 
Texas, Roach said, a campaign was 
launched to get rid of the fox. 
“ They shot and poisoned and 
everything else, and they did a good 
job,” said Roach. 
He said the prairie dog, a burrowing 
rodent, “practically took over all the 
pasture land” in six months. 
The Texans promptly began efforts 


to get the foxes back, he said. 
The legislature, while regulating 
hunting and trapping, did nothing to 
disturb the sport of fox chasing, 
provided it does not result in the death 
of the fox. 
Fox chasing is popular, mostly in 


southeast and southern Ohio, where 
sportsmen like to get together to run 
their hounds. 
“They’re a unique breed,” said 
Roach. “They like to just sit around 
campfires at night and listen to their 
dogs run.”

As the aftermath of an auto accident, 
a motorist is walloped by a big verdict 
in the courtroom. It is more money 
than he is insured for, more money 
than he can possibly scrape together. 
Can he “ get out from under” by going 
into bankruptcy? 
Not necessarily. It depends on how 
wrongfully he had behaved in bringing 
about the accident. The law says that 
not even bankruptcy will wipe out 
liability for “ wilful and malicious” 
injuries inflicted upon others. 
Consider an example: 
A motorist, driving home drunk 
from a party, ran down and killed a 
pedestrian. Held legally liable, he 
sought relief in bankruptcy. 
But the evidence showed that 1) his 
driving had been negligent, and 2) he 
had announced at the beginning of the 
party that he fully intended to get 
drunk before heading for home. 
This deliberate disregard for safety, 
said the court, put his conduct into the 
“ wilful and malicious” category and 
barred him from getting relief in 
bankruptcy. 
But in another case, the motorist 
had caused a collision merely by 
driving too 
fast through 
an 
in­ 
tersection. Finding him guilty of 
nothing more than a momentary lapse 
of attention, the court said this could 
not 
be described 
as 
wilful 
and 
malicious. 
Result: the motorist was able to 
escape a heavy burden of liability by 
going into bankruptcy. 
Suppose that after a collision a 
motorist gets into an argument, loses 
his temper, and beats up the other 
driver. If he is held liable later for 
assault and battery, he would not be 
able to use the bankruptcy way out. 
An assault and battery, say the 
courts, is the kind of intentional 
wrongdoing that the Bankruptcy Act 
was never intended to forgive.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
energy chief Robert S. Ryan criticized 
Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, for speaking 
against a Senate bill amendment of­ 
fered by Sen. Robert Taft, R-Ohio, 
which called for an additional allot­ 
ment of $35 million for development of 
Appalachia’s shale gas reserves. 
Ryan said Saturday that the defeat 
in the U.S. Senate of the bill providing 
more money for shale gas research 
will hurt Ohio’s working people. 
“ Senator Glenn has previously said 
that his scientific expertise will lead us 
out of the energy wilderness. His ac­ 
tion Thursday in leading the fight 
against shale gas development fails to 
demonstrate an awareness of the 
depth of the problem,” said Ryan, 
executive secretary of the Ohio 
Energy Emergency Commission. 
“ According to Federal Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administration 
information 
Ap­ 
palachian shale gas reserves are the 
largest left in the world,” Ryan said. 
“ At a time when thousands of Ohioans 
are facing the specter of unemploy­ 
ment because of a lack of natural gas 
we must pull out all stops to develop 
new resources.” 
Ryan said what is needed is “ an all- 
out development program to solve the 
natural gas problem. This is the only 
way we can assure full production for 
our factories and full employment for 
our workers.” 
Neither Ohio senator could be 
reached for comment.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Betty Ford 
says she has found excitement and 
self-confidence in her first year in the 
White House, even though it was 
marked by illness and occasional 
loneliness. 


She’s ready to campaign for her 
husband’s election in 1976 by traveling 
with him as much as possible. She 
looks forward to continuing to do 
things “ that interest me and that I ’ve 
been involved in.” 


The First I^ady points out those 
things include continuing to push for 
passage of the Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment, expressing interest in the per­ 
forming arts and handicapped and 
retarded people. 


From being “ scared to death” at the 
prospect of moving into the White 
House when her husband suddenly 
became president in August 1974, Mrs. 
Ford has come to grips with life in the 
132-room, 16-acre executive mansion. 


Responding to questions as the 
August anniversary date approached, 
Mrs. Ford told The Associated Press. 
“ I had no idea when we came a year 
ago how many responsibilities there 
would be and decisions to be made as 
First I^ady. I found that it was prac­ 
tically a seven-day-week, 24-hour-a- 
day job.” 


From entertaining a dozen heads of 
state to answering an average of 2,000 
letters a week, Mrs. Ford has been 
coping with that job. 


“ Gradually, I ’ve gained more 
confidence in my ability to handle 
situations,” she added. 


And, as a political wife for more than 
a quarter-century whose husband has 
worked long hours and been absent on 
frequent political campaigns, she has 
found: 


“ The White House has given me 
more time to spend with my husband.” 
The Fords have established a 
relaxed family life in the White House, 
with pet cat “ Shan,” and a new Golden 
Retriever dog “ lib e rtyw h o m they 
expect to have some puppies soon. 


They enjoy dancing and official 
social life, often lingering at White 
House parties, dancing cheek to cheek. 
During this past year, the President 
and his wife have passed some family 
milestones, too. Daughter Susan 
turned 18 and was graduated from high 
school, and son Jack, 23, completed his 
four years as a forestry major at Utah 
State University. 
The four Ford children, who are 
comfortable in blue jeans and like the 
outdoor life, have indicated they really 
preferred their more private lives, 
when the family lived in a modest 
home in suburban Alexandria, Va., 
without Secret Service agents. 
All but Susan have spent much of the 
first year away from the White House. 
Son Michael, a divinity student, and 
his wife, Gayle Brumbaugh, live in 
Massachusetts, and sons Steven and 
Jack have spent much of their time out 
West. 
But they all frankly enjoyed some of 
the special privileges that go with 
White House life, including riding on 
presidential planes and impressing 
their friends with White House in­ 
vitations. 
The Ford children have disclosed 
that their parents feel lonely in the big 
Executive Mansion unless one of them 
is around, bringing in young friends. 
With Susan working as summer intern 
photographer on a Topeka, Kan., 
newspaper, and Steve studying grizzly 
bears in the Montana mountains, Jack 
has taken up residence and plans to 
join his father’s presidential cam­ 
paign.

As the aftermath of an auto accident, 
a motorist is walloped by a big verdict 
in the courtroom. It is more money 
than he is insured for, more money 
than he can possibly scrape together. 
Can he “get out from under” by going 
into bankruptcy? 
Not necessarily. It depends on how 
wrongfully he had behaved in bringing 
about the accident. The law says that 
not even bankruptcy will wipe out 
liability for “wilful and malicious” 
injuries inflicted upon others. 
Consider an example: 
A motorist, driving home drunk 
from a party, ran down and killed a 
pedestrian. Held legally liable, he 
sought relief in bankruptcy. 
But the evidence showed that I) his 
driving had been negligent, and 2) he 
had announced at the beginning of the 
party that he fully intended to get 
drunk before heading for home. 
This deliberate disregard for safety, 
said the court, put his conduct into the 
“wilful and malicious” category and 
barred him from getting relief in 
bankruptcy. 
But in another case, the motorist 
had caused a collision merely by 
driving too fast through an in­ 
tersection. Finding him guilty of 
nothing more than a momentary lapse 
of attention, the court said this could 
not be described as wilful and 
malicious. 
Result: the motorist was able to 
escape a heavy burden of liability by 
going into bankruptcy. 
Suppose that after a collision a 
motorist gets into an argument, loses 
his temper, and beats up the other 
driver. If he is held liable later for 
assault and battery, he would not be 
able to use the bankruptcy way out. 
An assault and battery, say the 
courts, is the kind of intentional 
wrongdoing that the Bankruptcy Act 
was never intended to forgive.

Responding to questions as the 
August anniversary date approached, 
Mrs. Ford told The Associated Press: 
“I had no idea when we came a year 
ago how many responsibilities there 
would be and decisions to be made as 
First Lady.

Loss To Be Heavy 


LONDRINA, Brazil (A P)—Brazilian 
coffee experts now say that about 70 
per cent of the country’s coffee crop 
has been destroyed by a killer frost in 
southern Brazil. 


The intense frost defoliated millions 
of coffee trees and from an airplane 
the devastated hills of Parana state 
and thousands of acres of fertile coffee 
land in three other states between Rio 
de Janeiro and this southern city 
resembled the scorched trail of a 
marauding army. 


Most Londrina coffee producers, 
collectors and administrators agreed 
that this was the “ worst frost this 
century.” 
“ The frost was terrible, it couldn’t 
be worse,” said Marcos Schaulff, 
owner of a major plantation near 
Londrina. “ Not one of these trees will 
produce another coffee bean for two 
years.But in June before the frost, I 
collected a record 40,000 bags of cof­ 
fee,” he added.

At any rate, the catastrophe is 
certain to boost coffee prices around 
the world. Consumer prices in Brazil 
soared 60 per cent this week following 
IOO per cent increases of coffee quota­ 
tions on New York and London ex­ 
changes.

Expert K SU Testimony Slated 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - More 
expert testimony was in store for 
federal court jurors today as victims 
pressed for what their lawyers pledged 
would be the last week claims for $46 
million in damages from the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
The victims’ lawyers said they 
planned to call a film specialist to the 
witness stand to interpret a poor- 
quality home movie of the shootings. 
I^ast week, the panel of seven men 
and five women deciding the claims 
heard an acoustics engineer testify 
that a student’s tape recording of the 
shootings indicated the first shots 
came from MI Army rifles. 
The engineer was Scott Robinson of 
a Boston sound investigation firm that 
helped examine the Watergate tapes. 
He said computer analysis of the tape 
and reconstruction of the incident also 
indicated the shots came from where 
photos show Ohio National Guardsmen 
were standing. 
The victim s’ film expert was 
believed to be one who first analyzed

which is why we’re doing this,” said 
Stewart Elliott of York, a 32-year-old 
carpenter who organized Housesmiths 
three years ago.

Elliott gets his designs from scale 
drawings of classic 18th century 
homes, prepared as a WPA project 
during the 1930s and available from the 
Library of Congress. 
“We try to reproduce a house in as 
close 
detail

and local building codes and adding 
bathrooms, laundry rooms and other 
amenities, he said.

household has been bustling ever since 
his story got worldwide attention. 
Last week, his home was invaded by 
television crews, and broadcast and 
print media from as far away as 
london have been in contact with the 
McCrackens every day since he made 
known his decision to die.

coverage,” McCracken said Sunday. 
The 36-year-old McCracken, who had 
to leave his job as a television 
repairman when he lost his vision eight 
years ago, has diabetes and suffers 
from a diseased thyroid. Last March, 
he lost the use of his legs. 
Given only a 30 per cent chance of 
living for one year even if he continued 
the dialysis treatment, McCracken 
“ put the matter in the hands of Jesus.” 
He made his decision to die on July 
22, saying the dialysis treatment — in 
which a machine filters wastes from 
the blood — was “ sheer agony for me.” 
He told his doctors at Loma Linda 
University Medical Center of his 


decision and went home to face death 
in the solace of his family. 
McCracken 
said 
his 
doctors 
predicted he might not live past his 
37th birthday next Tuesday. 
Since his story became known, there 
has been anything but solitude for 
McCracken, his wife, Barbara, and 
their four young children. 
“ We’re getting so many calls, lots of 
them 
from 
kooks,” 
said 
Mrs. 
McCracken. “ We’ve had calls that ask 
us to try everything from mineral 
water to acupuncture. There are those 
who want to pray for my husband, and 
some people have called saying he 
should turn to God. These people just 
don’t understand the complications in 
his case.” 
McCracken says he is not angry 
about the flood of calls and letters in 
his last days, even those that accuse 
him of “ copping out” because of his 
decision to reach out for death. 
“ I am not a cop-out,” McCracken 
says. “ I ’m not running away from the 
misery and agony. Sometimes in 
moments of great pain and agony, I 
have contemplated suicide briefly, but 
that would be a sin. The Lord wants 
you to live and I could never do that. 
That would be a cop-out and running 
away from reality.” 
Ford M ay Approve 
Arms For Yugoslavs 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) — 
President Ford told Yugoslavia’s 
President Tito today he will give “ my 
very personal attention” to a Yugoslav 
request that it be permitted to buy 
second-line American arms and spare 
arms parts. 


Appearing with Tito to fill in 
reporters on the results of their talks 
here, Ford said he also would give 
attention to economic relations with 
this independent Communist country. 


The Yugoslav leader, in turn, said he 
essentially agreed with a call by the 
U.S. President for moderation and 
flexibility in seeking a Middle East 
settlement. 


Neither man took questions, but 
Ford went over the agenda of the 
business sessions the two leaders have 
had since his arrival Sunday night. 


“ We did discuss, of course, bilateral 
relations between Yugoslavia and the 
United States,” Ford said. ‘These in­ 
cluded, of course, economic relations 
and of course they included our 
military relations.” 
Ford, who is in Yugoslavia to boost 
that country’s strongly independent 
position in the Communist world, then 
added: “ I will give both matters my 
very personal attention because of 
their significance.”

Congress 
Nervous 
On Spending 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Seven 
months after Congress started its 
experiment of adopting a target 
budget and trying to hold to it, 
legislative budget specialists are 
modestly pleased but nervous. 
The House, which originates all 
money bills, has passed IO of the 14 
regular departmental appropriations. 
Its Budget Committee says the total 
funding the House voted in these IO 
bills before starting its August recess 
is slightly below the target figures set 
in the congressional budget and is 
close to President Ford’s recom­ 
mendations. 
In the Senate last week, a $31.2- 
billion military weapons bill was 
rejected after Senate Budget Com­ 
mittee leaders warned that the figure 
would jeopardize congressional budget 
goals. 
But there are catches that inspire 
the caution: 
—The Senate, traditionally the 
bigger spender, has acted on only four 
of the IO departmental appropriations. 
House budget specialists estimate that 
the Senate has increased the House 
figures in those four bills by $3.8 billion 
— and the Senate has six more to work 
on. 
—The four appropriations remaining 
to be passed by the House include 
defense and foreign aid, both large and 
controversial items. The congressional 
budget calls for lower appropriations 
here 
than 
Ford 
recommended, 
providing a margin for more spending 
in other areas. 
—Continued recession may build 
irresistible pressure for higher 
government spending. 
—Much government spending is not 
controlled by appropriation. For 
example, Social Security benefits are 
automatic and interest on the public 
debt depends on the money market.
